CHILLED MEAT INDUSTRY. 

A s¢heme oi- important proportions in connection’ with the 
wesiern Canadian cattle industry under consideration by the exe- 
cutive of the United Farmers of Alberta, has for its object the 
shipment of Canadian ‘meat to Europe in a chilled state. Exhaus- 
tive investigation-of the project hasbeen made by an appointed 
committee who have decided favorably. upon ‘its’ practicability. 
The scheme entails the establishment of killing-atid- chilling sta- 
tions, and a fast system: of transportation in specially coristructed 
cars. In addition; storage facilities will have to be secured wm 
Great Britain in order that meat may be plated on the market in 
proper condition when required. 

It appears to us that if all energies were directed towards 
perfecting this sclieme, Canada, ‘iri the long run, would be further 
ahead than‘if the embargo were lifted.

The linen industry was initiated 
in Canada in 1902 by Mr. William 
Berny, now Vice-President of the 
Dominion linena Limited, Guelph 
Ontario, Previous to this time, how- 
ever, there had been several at- 
tempts~at linen manufacture, and 
mills established in different parts 
of Canada, but—ail had resulted in 
failure. From the-e&rliest period of 
human history till almost the close 
of the eighteenth centiry, linen 
manufacfure was one of the most’ex- 
tensive and widely disseminated of. 
the domestic industries of Euronean 
countries. It was most largely de- 
veloped in Russia, Austria, Ger- 
many, Holland, Belgium, Northern 
France, cértain parts of England 
the North of Ireland and through 
out ‘Scotland In the latter! part 
of the eighteenth century the inven:
